DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Preliminary amendment dated 4/21/06 has been received and entered. Claims 7-15 are 
currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 7-15 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re claim 7, the independent claim includes "means for supporting being mounted for 
longitudinal movement relative to said tubular body; and means for effecting said longitudinal 
movement located within said tubular body. " in combination with the remaining claim limitation 
is not taught and/or made obvious by the prior art. As depicted in figs. 1 and 2, Murtagh 
(GB2326722A), considered closest to related art, teaches a tubular body (1) for accommodating 
a core sample. Murtagh teaches the tubular body (1) has a plurality of graduated scales (5a-5c). 
Murtagh teaches means (e.g., fin legs (2a-2c)) for supporting the core sample. Murtagh does not 
teach means for supporting being mounted for longitudinal movement relative to said 
tubular body; and means for effecting said longitudinal movement located within said 
tubular body.
